GOVERNMENT RAILROAD 
{ OPERATION PLAN 
Railroads will pass under govern- 
ment control at noon tomorrow with 
Secretary of the Treasurary Wm. G. 
McAdoo as “director general of rail- 
` roads.”. The United States will ad- 


minister twenty billion dollars worth 
of railway property. 

He will retain his treasury post, 
calling upon practical railroad men 
to aid him in his transportation task, 
allowing existing organizations to 
continue for the present. 

All rail lines and owned and con- 
trolled coastwise steam lines, to- 
gether with electrified rail lines, ter- 
minals and apurtenances of the rail- 
roads will be taken over. 

Railroads will receive compensa- 
tion on basis of average three year 
earnings ending June 30, 1917—-two 
lean years and one good one. 

President will ask congress to 
guarantee this return and to main 
tain railroads in good repair and 
equipment. Action is for the period 
of the war. 


Washington, Dec. 27.—The great-

Government assumption of railroad 
dictatorship. means the United States 
henceforth will practically: control 
every industry and every business of

President Wilson’s proclamation 

naming secretary of the Treasury 
“McAdoo the supreme railway. mag- 
nate of the nation is the most revo- 
lutionary step yet taken to key the 
nation’s energies to the utmost pitch 
of efficiency in the ‘win-the-war pro- 
gram. Congress has already author- 
ized government control of food, of 
fuel and of foreign commerce. ‘The 
control of railways, authorized by the 
legislators and now assumed by the 
president, puts the government ab- 
solutely in dominance of every ounce 
of America’s energy. 

Foremost among the immediate 
problems of this gigantic task now 
acing the government. as supreme 
railroad controller, as Washington it: 
today, was solution of a perplexing} 
labor problem. 


President Wilson is to confer with | 
railroad brotherhood chiefs . todav, 
presumably to straighten out this 
question of demands for increased 
wages. 

Federal railroad control, regarded 
as the most tremendous war stroke 


the president has yet made, will be 
promptly followed by a series of econ 
omies.” Systems, terminals, equip- 
ment and revenues will be pooled and 
searching inquiry started immediate- 
ly designed to eliminate non-essen- 
tial passeneer and freight traffic. 

The president will devote the roads | 
primarily to actual war service 
equipment not needed for this being 
the only service which will be utiliz- 
ed for other purposes. 

Much of this has been accomplish- 
ed already under the direction of the 
railroads’ war board. This board 
will act as the agency through which 
McAdoo will direct the roads at 
least for the time being. Fairfax 
Harrison is chairman and is expect- 
ed to become a permanent assistant 
of McAdoo in the work. 

Today the president took up with 
the railroad brotherhoods: questions 
Jof labor, affecting all employes from 
j the engineer to the track walker. 
' Therẹ are pending demands for in- 
| creased wages by employes and it is 
‘understood some increase will be 
i granted immediately. 
At the same time; demands of the 
roads for increased rates and opposi- 
tion of shippers to such increases are 
involved in the countless problems 
confronting McAdoo in assuming con 
trol. The president through McAdoo 
can sweep away for the period of the 
war all rulings by the interstate 
commerce commission, on rate, ser- 
vice, etc. 

McAdoo will retain the services of 
the interstate commerce commission 
in an advisory capacity to assist in 
adjusting existing difficulties.

Mrs. Henr y “Bower, “aged “32 years, 
formerly Miss Olive Harvey of Jack- 
son county, died early Christmas 
morning at her home a mile and a half 
east of this village, after a short ill- 
ness leaving seven young children to 
mourn her loss. 


In a recent article it was recom- 
mended that women who wish to sew 
for the Red Cross should choose one or 
two kinds of garments and : confine 
themselves to making them, rather 
than try to make many different gar 
ments. Often women who are willing 
to give time to sewing or knitting can- 
not afford to buy all the materials they 
need. In this ease they can arrange 
to do the work for other women who 
are willing to buy materials but 
haven’t time for the work. In some 
places the Red Cross chapters furnish 
the goods and give out work to volun- 
teers who make up needed garments. 

Patterns for garments are all issued 
in two sizes, medium and large. Ac- 
cording to Red Cross instructions, two 
medium-sized garments should be 
made to every one of large size, for 
American hospitals and no large sizes 
for French hospitals. The patterns are 
issued according to the requirements 
of the Red Cross by all the spe ag 
pattern companies, Nip

Each box of garments should ton- 
tain, inside the water-proof wrapping,’ 
a typewritten inventory of its con- 
tents following the name and address 
of the shipper. we wily 

Shipping and Packing. `" 

According to a bulletin issued by the 
woman’s bureau of the American Red 
Cross boxes containing garments and 
hospital supplies should not exceed 3 
by 2 by 2 feet in size. “They should 
be made of five-eighths inch tongue 
and groovy ed boards, strongly joined at 
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the corners, and should be lined with- 
heavy water-proof paper, which must. 


extend over the top of the contents 


after the box is filled. 


When possible each box should be - 


filed with only one kind of 
or supplies. , 
; Marking of Boxes. 
Boxes should be marked on top— 
“American Red Cross Division Supply 
Depot,” with the address to which the 
box is to be sent. The name and ad-

Boston, Atlanta, Chicago, Seattle, 
New York, New Orleans, Minneapolis, 
Philadelphia, St. Louis, Denver, Wash- 
ington, Cleveland, San Francisco.
